WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The coal strike 
and the ‘situation that has resulted from 
it was the subject of a conference held at 
the temporary White House today in which 
the President, Attorney-General Knox, Sec- 
retary Moodey, Postmaster-General Payne 
and Gov. Crane of Massachusetts, partici- 
pated, 

Everyone connected with the conference 
was very reticent, but ft is learned that 
the President is much concerned over the 
situation, the near approach of winter and 
the great scarcity of fuel. Just what ac- 
tion can be taken is not known. 

The fact that a move has been made in 
the Massachusetts courts to have re- 
celvers appointed for the coal companies 
was discussed, but the legal view was that 
this was entirely inadequate and would not 
be likely to reHeve the situation. 

The impression prevails that one reason 
for the hurried visit of Secretary Root to 
New York was for the purpose of discuss- 
ing with the leading business men of that 
city the situation with a view to bringing 
the strike to an end.

There are walnuts, hickory nuts, hazel 
nuts, butter nuts and pecan nuts in such 
an abundance around 8t. Louis this fall 
that not half of them will ever be gathered 
at all. 

The pecan trees of the river bottoms 
are the heaviest producers. There are fairly 
bowed down with their loads. The first 
of them are falling. When the frosts come 
the hulls will pop open, and the nut gath- 
erers will bump the tregs and rattle pe- 
cans down into the leaves. There is no 
other nut in the wood around st. Louis 
commanding so good a market as the pe- 
can. It may always be profitably harvest- 
ed when there is any sort of a crop. The 
value of a good pecan grove is such that 
around the mouth of the Illinois river, #0 
miles above St. Louis, the pecan trees are 
the chief consideration in fixing the value 
of the land. 

The St. Louis pecan market is ordinarfly 


supplied from Texas and the lower Miss- 
issippi bottom. The pecan tree in the 
South is much more certain to bear a 
good crop than are those in this part of the 
country. But when the northern pecan 
tree does bear, it can perform great feats, 
and that is what it is doing this vear. 
Some of the trees will yield as much as 
five and six bushels of nute, and they are 
quoted on the St. Louls market just now 
at 8 to 10 cents a pound. 

The hazel nut, sweet, rich and old-fash- 
joned, is also plentiful this fall.

Spopernment Deposit Reserves 
in Bank Féeed. 


BOND RULE JIS _ CHANGED. 


GOOD SECURITIES ARE LIKE GOV- 
ERNMENT BONDS. 


Secretary, Asked if Banks Made Strin- 
gency to Embarrass Him, In- 
quired if He or They Suf- 
fered Most. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Secretary Shaw 
has a humorous streak in him. He was 
asked if the “money stringency’’ was not 
really a scheme to embarrass his adminis- 
tration and force him from the cabinet. 

With a merry twinkle, Mr. Shaw asked 
whether he or the banks seemed the most 
embarrassed at present. 

He thought it only fair to the banking 
fraternity to make some sort of an answer 
to a report of that kind, as there was a 
popular idea afloat that at times the banks 
might cause a stringen@y in the money 
market for their own gain. Such an idea 
he characterized as so ridiculous that it 
might be told to babies to amuse them. 

Then, as if to show how much stronger 
than banks he thought the treasury of the 
United States was, he handed out an of- 
ficial statement announcing his intention 
of letting the banks have a mere trifle 
of $30,000,000 for pin money. 

Mr. Shaw- said he had never seen any 

cd reason why banks holding a govern- 

t —_ speree by government bonds 
vould requl to carry a reserve 
against "tt ao it is a deposit not like- 
ly to be called a time of stringency, 
and second, if called, the collateral will 
always sell for cash in excess of the de- 
posit.

No Reserves for 

Government Deposits. 

The comptroller of the currency agrees 
with the secretary, and, therefore, it is 


announced that hereafter banks will not 
be required to carry a reserve against gov- 
errment deposits secured by government 
bonds. 

The treasury has on deposit with vari- 
ous banks scattered throughout the coun- 
try from Maine to California, and from 
Minnesota to New Orleans, in round num- 
bers $130,900,000; against which they have 
heretofore been com + ape to hol more 
than $30.000,000 of gold or its equivalent. 
This decision will release that much re- 
serve and make $30,000,000 aditional credit.

The secretary sald he would continue to 

make. deposit of internal revenue and mis- 
cellaneous receipts (all available for that 
purpose), practically a half million per day, 
ae long as the situation required, and if 
banks were unable to obtain government 
bonds to secure the same, he would accept 
the same general class of securities, muni- 
cipal bonds, etc., as are made available by 
the laws of the several states for savings 
banks. 

By this it is not intended to loan in ex- 
cess of 6 per cent of the par value, and 
nothing will be accepted that has not been 
panic tried and proven, salable for cash on 
call.

The secretary further said he would ac- 
cept security of the class described above, 
for a portion .of the -leposit held by each 


bank now holding a government deposit 
and release enough 2 per cent consols to 
cover any increased currency that the bank 
may desire to issue. He has recognized the 
possibility of present conditions, and there- 
fore, as early us last July, commenced 
prinuing currency pre atory to the needs 

of the banks to handle the increased busi- 
ness of the fall trade, and has on hand 
ready to be delivered an aggregate of about 
twenty-five millions. This can be sent out 
at the probable rate of five millions a day, 
if the banks desire to substitute the other 
security above designated for the release 
of the consols. This step was contemplated 
when, some months ago, he asked the 
banks holding government deposits to or- 
der additional currency printed. The sec- 
retary’s additional relief therefore may 
be summed up as follows: 

First—The release of practically thirty 
millions reserve which will permit the 
banks to increase their volume of business 
one hundred and ouety milions. 

Second—The subst!tution of other security 
for consols now heldgby the government 
on condition that the same shall be used 
as a basis for increased circulation, which, 
if accepted by the banks, will immediately 
increase the volume twenty or twenty-five 
millions and will add thereto if- needed. 

Third-—-The continuation of deposits to the 
limit allowed by law, accepting if necessary 
other than government bonds.

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NEW YORK HOSPITALS’ SUPPLY 
IS NEARLY EXHAUSTED. 


CONSUMERS CALL MEETING. 


Purpose of General Meeting at Detroit 
Oct. 9 Is to Develop Pressure 
to End Strike. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Hospitals of this 
city, are threatened with being seriously 
affected by the scarcity of coal. The J. 
Hood Wright Hospital has only enough 
coal to last this week, while St. Luke's 


was so fortunate as to obtain a cargo of 0 
tons about a week ago—enough to last 
two months. 

St. Mary's Hospital for Children has 
practically no supply of steam coal and is 
using furnace coal, of which it has about 
% tons. This condition prevails at many 
other institutions. 

It was said at the office of the charities 
department that no real distress has been 
experienced in any of the city’s charitable 
institutions. 

The price of anthpacite has reached $21, 
but some retailers are peddling out thelr 
small supply at $15 or $16 to old customers. 
Importation of Welsh anthracite and 
French bituminous can in no way relieve 
the situation, for the few cargoes that have 
been landed are of little account. 

There are only about 8000 tons of this coal 
now on the way, but orders have been 

laced this week for over 25,000 tons. At 
east a month is required, however, to 
fill the orders. The cost of importing 
Welch coal under normal conditions is 


about $87. 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 30.—The common 
council's special committee, which has 
lanned to hold a general mass meeting 
n Detroit Oct. 9, to devise means for de- 
veloping pressure that will end the coal 
strike, a. sent out invitations to the gov-

Sidewalk inspectors report that 
in the outly! districts residents are tear- 
ing up the sidewalks and using them for 
fuel. Altogether, several miles of plank 
walks have been pried up with crowbars 
and carried off. n some sections canal 
bridges have been stripped of planking. 
Piles of new lumber left on the streets for 
repairs also have disappeared.

EST IN MONTHS. 


LITTLE INTEREST SHOWN. 


The Conditions of the Market Not 
Impressive Enough to Attract 
Speculation. 


Grain. 
This was another dull and uneventful 
day in the St. Louis grain pit, the monotony 
occasionally relieved by watching the up- 


ward flight of the Armour wheat deal in 
Chicago. Speculation was simply miserable 
in all the cereals and then mainly in a 
professional scalping way. The principal 
bull argument now is that manipulation 
will continue to work, or at any rate men- 
ace, the Chicago markets, especially corn 
and wheat, during the balance of the year. 
This is a rather dangerous basis to invest 
money in. 


WHEAT—The fact that September wheat 
in Chicago was up to 90c soon after Tues- 
day’s opening did not cut any figure in the 
St. Louls market. No one here was inter- 
ested in the Armour deal, save to see how 
high the price could be put, and where it 
would finish. So far as the St. Louls mar- 
ket was concerned, not much interest was 
evinced either, speculative trading being 
really insignificant so lacking were outside 
orders and so light even professional scalp- 
ing operations, which practically all there 
was. Market influences were not so strik- 
ingly impressive as to draw in either buy- 
ing or selling on a liberal scale. 

he way receipts kept up here was really 
astonishing, considering the rains that have 
been falling in winter wheat quarters and 
the fact that farmers supposed to be busy 
with fall farm work. uesday'’s postings 
were for 184.000 bu. which compared with 
139,500 for a week ago and 27,600 bu a year 
ago.
